The Leon B. Stilley Construction 
Co. has started the project to pave 
East Sloan street from South Main 
.street to Route 34, it was revealed 
at yesterday’s city council meet­ 
ing 
The Stilley Co., which last year 
received the contract to pave this 
street as well as O’Gara from 
Granger west to the cemetery, al­ 
so has some finish-up work to do 
on O’Gara. 
It was reported that the con­ 
tractor has a dragline ready for 
duty on E ajt Sloan near the New 
York Central tracks to lay sewer 
pipe on the project. 
R. R. Brown, motor fuel tax en­ 
gineer, said that state approval of 
the city’s construction permit for 
the South Main-Robinson 
street 
paving project arrived last Satur­ 
day, thus the city could approve 
his plans and specifications for the 
job. 
The city approved his plans, 
.subject to the approval also by the 
state division of highways, which 
means that in a short time the city 
should be asking for bids to do this 
pavement project. 
Discuss Lake Recreation 
Also discussed 
at yesterday’s 
meeting uras possible 
lifting of 
some of the recreation restrictions 
on Lake Harrisburg, but they did 
not inciude lifting of restrictions 
on fishing at the present time. 
Some advocates of motor boat­ 
ing on the lake were present at the 
meeting and got some favorable 
response from some of the council 
members. 
Also. the possibility of 
a beach some distance from the 
valves at the levee was discussed. 
There were indications that the 
possibilities will be discussed fur­ 
ther at the next meeting. 
But Mayor Gibbons said he had 
received a number of reports that 
people were catching the fish out 
of the lake—fish recently put into 
the water lo stock the reservoir. 
The council decided to strengthen 
its ban on fishing at the lake at the 
present time—or until there has 
been enough fish propagation to 
make fishing feasible. 
MUI Street Project 
In another action. Commission­ 
er Sneed Jordan reported he had 
made good headway on getting 
right-of-way to widen Mill street 
just south of Gaskins street. 
Ile 
said the property owner would give 
enough land for widening if the 
( ity would level down the lot. This, 
he said, would require removal of 
about 1,200 yards of dirt. 
Engineer Brown said that Con­ 
tractor Stilley would #ieed 700 or 
800 yards of dirt to build up a fill 
at the railroad tracks on East 
Sloan and that he probably would 
take that amount away himself. 
I, C. Dennis appeared in behalf 
of McKinley

church. He asked that Sloan street 
in front of the church and McKin­ 
ley avenue along its east side be 
widened on the sides of the church 
to eliminate a traffic hazard that 
exists. The council said it would 
make a study of costs. 


Eisenhower Proposes EfgM-Point 
Platform lo Keynote GOP 'Crusade' 


WASHINGTON (TP) — The Re­ 
publican Party went before 
the 
country today with an eight-point 
platform 
proposed by President 
Eisenhower to keynote the GOP 
“crusade” of 1956. 
To Mr. Eisenhower the cam­ 
paign was already on. He said the 
Republican campaign should be 
based on people and principles— 
equal rights for all people and no 
retreat from principle to compro­ 
mise with exnediency. 
The President spelled out his 
platform ideas Tuesday night at 
a dinner closing a two-day Repub­ 
lican campaign strategy confer­ 
ence attended by 800 party lead­ 
ers and members of Congress. 
While avoiding such specifics as 
the farm issue and foreign policy, 
he presented in general terms the 
eight 
ideas which 
he predicted 
would provide the substance of the 
party platform to be adopted next 
August. 
“The Republican platform will 
he a program of principle around 
which all Americans — Republi­ 
cans, 
independents 
and 
sound- 
thinking 
Democrats—can rally,” 
he said. ‘‘We welcome them all.” 
By his invitation to independents 
and Democrats to join the COP 
in “ an organized crusade,” Mr. 
Eisenhower again sounded like the 


GOP standard bearer of 1952. 
Individual Is Supreme 
When he spoke of a campaign 
based on people, he said the COP 
must set up ‘‘no walls of birth or 
creed or party.”

Dr. D. W. Morris Outlines Sills Contribution 
To Area in Kiwanis Fellowship Address Here 


In an inspirational address at the 
Masonic temple last night, Dr. De- 
lyte VV. Morris, president of South­ 
ern Illinois university, outlined the 
continuing growth of the university 
and its increasing contribution to 
the communities of southern Illi­ 
nois. 
Dr. Morris’ address was before 
representatives of Kiwanis clubs of 
Division 16 at a fellowship meeting 
held with the Harrisburg club. 
Dr. Morris pointed to the obliga 
tion of the university to provide 
leadership in education, communi­ 
ty improvement, agriculture, the 
need to provide research for use 
of southern Illinois coal and for­ 
estry products, help to small busi­ 
nesses in the area and to help 
southern Illinois develop its recre­ 
ation areas to provide income from 
visitors and tourists. 
Its obligation to the arca also 
includes the fields of ceramics.

To Provide Better Life 


Dr. Morris stated his hope for a 
Southern Illinois Research Insti­ 
tute or an organization in the uni­ 
versity to develop highly trained 
people to answer the question of 
what can be done to provide a bet­ 
ter life for southern Illinois. 
“It is the duty of the university 
to the area to develop leadership 
to provide a better life for south­ 
ern Illinois,’1 Dr. Morris stated. 
Dr. Morris explained the broad 
education program offered by the 
university in the colleges of edu­ 
cation. liberal arts and sciences 
and in agriculture, in the division 
of vocational and technical instruc­ 
tion which includes adults, courses 
offered iii 40 or 50 communities 
of the area, the extension courses 
also held in many communities and 
the Division of Area Services and 
Community Development 
It is a diverse education pro­ 
gram and the school itself has four 
centers, he said. There is first the 
campus at Carbondale, the Ordill 
location with 400 students in the 
Vocational Technical institute. Lit­ 
tle Grassy lake, the best in the 
United States, he said, for outdoor 
education to develop recreation 
areas throughout southern Illinois, 


and the Belleville Residence Cen­ 
ter. 
: 
The student body has grown con­ 
tinually, Dr. Morris said, and by 
next fall it will have doubled in 
four years. 
The spring quarter, 
which is somewhat smaller than the 
fall enrollment, Dr. Morris said, 
shows 5,000 resident students, 800 
extension students, 1,500 in adult 
education and 450 to 500 in the 
university school. 
The growth will continue, Dr. 
Morris said, and he predicted the 
university enrollment would be 
above 15,000 between 1965 and 
1970. By 1960, he said, the enroll­ 
ment will be pressing 10,000 if 
buildings are available. 


Demand far Buildings 


The increasing enrollment pro­ 
vides a task of building and bold­ 
ing a strong faculty staff and pro­ 
viding larger salaries in the future. 
The school has been fortunate 
in developing its fine staff because 
while Southern has been growing 
rapidly, it has been the reverse of 
most of the colleges in the nation 
which have shown a decline, Dr. 
Morris said. But, with the increas­ 
ed birth rate by 1957 the trend will 
be upward again in all schools,

WASHINGTON W— The White 
House said today that President 
Eisenhower welcomes Russia’s of­ 
fer to help solve the Mideast crisis 
—if it ‘‘demonstrates a real de­ 
sire” by Moscow to back the Unit­ 
ed Nations peace efforts. 
The Soviet 
Foreign 
Ministry 
Tuesday announced that Russia 
was offering to support a settle­ 
ment of the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
Murray Snyder, assistant White 
House press secretary, 
said in 
response to questions that the Ei­ 
senhower 
administration 
“ is of 
course still studying 
the Soviet 
statement, but if it demonstrates 
a real desire and determined na­ 
ture on the part of the Soviet Un­ 
ion to back the United Nation’s 
effort, the President welcomes its 
support.”

from

House to conclude “a mutual se­ 
curity pact with Israel” in order 
to “prevent a world shattering” 
holocaust in the Middle East.

on the Middle East. 
In a speech 
prepared 
for 
Senate • delivery, 
Mansfield proposed a six-point ac­ 
tion program, including a possible 
new “summit” meeting with Rus­ 
sia, to avert the “real and immin­ 
ent danger” of a Holy Land war. 
3. The White House announced 
that Mr. Eisenhower’s “ major for­ 
eign policy” speech to the Ameri­ 
can Society of Newspaper Editors 
Saturday night will be delivered 
over nationwide radio-TV networks 
from 9 to 9:30 a. rn. CST. 
In commenting on Russia’s offer 
to support a U.. N. settlement in 
the Middle East. Snyder pointed 
but that the President on April 9 
had called on all members of the 
United Nations to support the V. N. 
effort to achieve peace in that 
area. 


JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector (tB— 
An Israeli Foreign Office spokes­ 
man said today he believed an Is- 
raeli-Egyptian cease fire would be 
announced today or Thursday. 
oFreign Office spokesman Mi­ 
chael Elitzur said formal agree­ 
ment to the cease fire request has 
been in the hands of United Na­ 
tions Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold for several days. 
Elitzur did‘not disclose details 
of the agreement, which he said 
were “in the files’ of Hammar- 
skjold.

Murmur 'Oui' in Civil Rites 


Mrs. John Hill of Galatia, Native of Monaco, 
Sends Congratulations to Prince and Bride

Knew Rainier When 
He Was Small Boy; 
Visited at Palace 


A letter of congratulations to 
Miss Grace Kelly and Prince Rain­ 
ier III of Monaco, who were mar­ 
ried this morning in a civil cere­ 
mony in Monaco, was mailed re­ 
cently by Mrs. John Hill, resident 
of Galatia who is a native of the 
small principality of Monaco. 
Mrs. Hill was very reluctant to 
see in print a letter so personal 
as she was expressing the ideals 
and feelings she has for her prince 
and his bride, but The Register 
thought thai the letter was of hu­ 
man interest to its readers. 
Mrs. Hill, whose given name is 
Janine, is the daughter of Mrs. 
Honoria Vatrican and the late Hen­ 
ri Vatrican who passed away in 
1928, and she is the only Mone- 
gasque living in the United States. 
She came to America in 1946 
to wed Mr. Hill who is watch­ 
maker 
at the 
Grant Jewelry 
store and whom she met while 
he was a Ranger in World War 
II stationed near Monaco. 
She 
stated that they met at a dance 
in a neighboring town, and al­ 
though Monaco was off-limits for 
the American soldiers, he man­ 
aged to slip through the lines 
and see her during blackouts. 
Once he was caught by the top 
brass of the Monacan army and 
was held for two hours, but oth­ 
erwise, 
he stated, 
“he could 
bribe the whole army of Monaco 
with one pack of cigarettes.” 
They were married in Chats­ 
worth, DL, at the home of Mr. 
Hill’s grandmother. 
Mrs. Hill, whose home was not 
far from the Palace of Monaco, 
knew Rainier 111 as a small boy 
and visited with him at the palace 
many times. 
She also attended 
parties where he was present and 
she and 
her sister 
and other 
friends played with him quite fre­ 
quently. 
She recalled as a very 
small girl the visit of Prince Rain­ 
ier^ grandfather, Louis II, who 
was Prince of Monaco at that time, 
with her grandfather, Jean Vatri­ 
can, who was an architect. 
She 
stated that she and her family liv­ 
ed with her grandfather who died 
in 1938. Her father, who was also 
an architect, and her grandfather, 
helped build the Casino at Monte 
Carlo. 
After the deaths of her father 
and grandfather Mrs. Hill’s moth­ 
er built a five-story house in Mona­ 
co and she and her daughter, Jo- 
sette, who is a teacher, live on the 
top floor. 
The population of Monaco is 
25,000, but only 2500 are Mone- 
gasque; the rest of the popula­ 
tion is of other nationalities. A 
foreigner mast be of the third 
generation 
before becoming a 
Monegasque. Mrs. Hill’s family 
is one of the oldest in Monaco. 
Prince Rainier III is a descen­ 
dent of the Gimaldi family which 
has reigned for 700 years in Mona­ 
co. 
The family came 700 years 
ago from the Italian seaport of 
Genoa. The people of Genoa were 
a people of navigators, and the 
characteristic still shows in Rain­ 
ier who is a navigator himself and 
a lover of the sea. 
His great­ 
grandfather was called the “Sci­ 
entist Prince” and he studied ma­ 
rine life. One can find the same 
interest in Rainier who is a sports­ 
man, one of his great loves being 
skin diving. 
Prince Rainier did not attend 
public schools, but was a student 
at exclusive schools in Sw itzerland, 
England and Paris. 
He has a 
Ph. D. in law. 
Seven years ago Mrs. Hill re­ 
ceived 
an 
autographed 
picture 
from Prince Rainier. 
Because of the wedding she 
sent a lovely American flag to 
her mother and sister to display 
for the wedding ceremonies and 
yesterday received a reply from 
her mother saying that they were 
delighted with the flag and that 
it was the most beautiful one in 
all Monaco. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hill have two chil­ 
dren, a son, Kenneth, 8. and a ten 
months old daughter, Josette Ho­ 
noria, who is named for Mrs. Hill’s 
sister and mother.

that the demand for clergymen 
far exceeds the supply. Thousands 
of churches in all parts of the coun­ 
try are forced to get along without 
full-time pastors. 
The deficit of trained ministers 
has been growing steadily more 
acute for the past decade, under 
the impact of a nationwide boom 
in church membership. 
Despite strenuous current efforts 
to enlarge seminaries and to re­ 
cruit more young men for minis­ 
terial careers, the situation seems 
likely to get worse before it gets 
better. 
The number of men graduating 
each year from seminaries is hard­ 
ly sufficient to meet present re­ 
placement needs, let alone staff 
the thousands 
of new churches 
which will be built during the next 
few years to accommodate a con­ 
tinuing growth in membership. 
Figures from representative de­ 
nominations showed how today’s 
churches are re learning the truth 
of Christ’s plaint that “the harvest 
truly is plentiful, but the laborers 
are few.” 
According to the official Cath­ 
olic directory, Catholic member­ 
ship in the United States increased 
nearly 36 per cent in the decade 
between 1945 and 1955. 
But the 
number of priests increased only 
22 per cent. There was one priest 
for every 623 American Catholics 
in 1945. Today, the ratio is approx­ 
imately one to 700. 
The National Council of Churches 
says about 6,500 men graduate an­ 
nually from all U. S. Protestant 
seminaries. A conservative esti­ 
mate ‘of the number required to 
serve the expanding churches is 
10,000 a year. 
The largest Protestant denomina­ 
tion, the Methodist Church, alone 
needs at least 1,200 new ministers 
a year to replace those who die 
or retire, plus another 1,600 for 
church expansion. 
Its accredited 
seminaries are now furnishing less 
than a third of this number.

list includes 34 newspapers still 
publishing in southern Illinois. An 
additional 70 volumes

newspaper files 
have 
been re­ 
ceived as a gift from the State 
Historical Library in Springfield. 
Tydeman says the SIU library 
will continue to maintain the col­ 
lection and is currently receiving 
43 weeklies 
and nine dailies

semi-weeklies from the area.

| papers 
in the area will 
become 
available in the future because 
newsprint deteriorates rapidly, and I

storage space. Tydeman says the 
library will welcome other contri­ 
butions of newspaper files from the 
area to add to the collection. Ar­ 
rangements 
are being 
made to 
purchase the Southern Illinoisan 
newspaper on microfilm. 
Dr. John Clifford, SIU social 
science librarian 
who will have 
charge of the collection, says the 
newspaper files are a valuable be­ 
ginning toward an archival collec­ 
tion at SIU. Clifford, a native of 
Southern Illinois, recently joined 
the library faculty after receiving 
his 
doctorate in history 
at the 
University of Iowa. 
Currently operating area news­ 
papers represented in the files in­ 
clude the Harrisburg Daily Reg­ 
ister.
